DUDLEY, England, April 8.--Militant 
suffragettes early today attempted to 
blow up the ruins of historic Dudley 
Castle, parts of which date back to the 
eighth century. 

The inhabitants of the town were 
awakened by a loud explosion coming 
from the direction of the castle. A large 
force of police was dispatched there 
and on searching the surrounding 
grounds found some chemicals and 
blasting powder. Most of the powder 
had failed to explode and the damage 
Was not serious. 

Two old siege guns were thrown out 
of the embrasures of the castle by the 
explosion. Many of the windows of a 
group of adjacent cottages were broken. 
but none of the inmates was injured.

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THE INCOME TAX BILL. 
Whatever his income, every man will enjoy 


' exactly the same exemptions under the new in- 


come tax bill. 
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It prescribes the graduated pay- 
ments, so long dreaded, but the very largest 
income Will pay on its different increments only 
the rate prescribed for each increment. The 
first $20,000 will pay 1 per cent on the excess 
over the exempted 34000. On all excess over 
$20,000, 2 per cent will be paid. On all excess 
over $100,000 3 per cent and on all excess over 
$1,000,000 4 per cent will be paid. It imposes 
revenue exactions on the horny-handed coupon- 
cutter, heretofore an untaxed industry. On even 
the voluntary exile who lives abroad in disgust 
at our crude ways, it makes heavy forced contri- 
butions to dredge rivers and build postoffices and 
good roads for those who remain at home. 

Heretofore, the smaller the amount of a man’s 
roperty, the greater the proportional amount 
f taxes he had to pay. Under this bill, the 
more property a man has to pay taxes on, the 
bigger will be the proportional amount he pays. 
The bill accordingly revolutionizes, if not all 
previous theories of taxation, at the least the 
practical application of all prior schemes of taxa- 
tion.

man with $1,000,000 income will pay $38,260. In 
the past most men of this class have avoided the 
ownership of much real estate and have made a 
return of a modest. $1800 or so in personal prop- 
erty for.taxation purposes.

Mayor-elect Kiel’s first extended interview 
since the election discloses a wholesome and sen- 
sible attitude towards the tasks confronting his 
administration. 

Mr. Kiel agrees with the Post-Dispatch that 
there was no partisanship in the result and that 
the popular mandate is harmonious co-operation 
for the public welfare. 

Two questions have been settled by the election 
returns. The small Gerhart vote proves that the 
people are not troubled about the disposition of 
consequential damages in eliminating grade 
crossings and do not insist upon the northeast 
approach to the municipal bridge. 

Mr. Kiel takes this view and indicates that he 
will follow the effectual plan of abolishing grade 
crossings, which has enabled the Kreismann ad- 
ministration to make a good beginning of the 
work. He is willing to accept any approach that 
is best for the city. 

Has not the time come for an open mind with 
regard to questions which have been the subject 
of rancorous debate and factional wrangling? The 
atmosphere is clearer since the election. Much of 
the obstruction of needed public work was caused 
by prejudice and partisan intolerance. We should 
rid our minds of all this lumber and decide dis- 
passionately and reasonably what is best for 
the city. 

The original purpose of the free bridge was 
tc break the bridge monopoly of the Terminal 
combine. That monopoly has been broken by 
the courts and the final dispatch of all its phases 
is coming. The municipal bridge will serve 
useful purposes. It is a safeguard against future 
river barriers. Its greatest possibilities lie 
in the increase of transportation facilities. As 
another link between St. Louis and the large 
and rapidly growing population on the East Side 
of the river it is valuable.

With the exclusive monopoly features 
out of the Terminal combination the Terminal’s 
tracks, which are used by 17 railroads and can 
be used by other railroads on equal terms, may 
be an excellent connection for the bridge. 

How can we obtain transportation connections 
with new territory on the East Side? As Mr. 
Kiel says, we ought not to drive away the South- 
ern Traction Co. But we should do more than 
refrain from driving it away; we should en- 
courage it and other enterprises that promise 
profitable trade relations with outside people. We 
should offer them all the facilities they need 
or terms that guard the public interest. 

A municipal loop is desirable, but if the process 
of obtaining one threatens to delay the use of 
the bridge we might adopt the suggestion of the 
Public Service Commission and so amend the 
Southern Traction franchise that the city can 
acquire the loop whenever the city is ready and 
it is desirable to acquire it. Of course, tiie bridge 
should be free from all franchises. 

Applying the rule of reason without partisan 
bias and with minds single to the advancement 
of St. Louis will clear the way for practical ac- 
complishment.

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MUZZLE TOUR DOGS. 

News items appearing almost daily, telling of 
persons, usually children, being bitten by dogs, 
are evidence that many dogs are going about 
unmuzzled and unrestrained, in spite of the or- 
der of the Health Department, based on a city 
ordinance, that all dogs be muzzled. 

The Police Department reports that efforts are 
being continued to enforce the ordinance and 
that it is generally obeyed. But as the law car- 
ries no penalty clause, dog owners who persist 
in defying it can do so wita impunity. All that 
the police can do is to warn the dog owner and 
inform him of the ordinance. 

The good citizen obeys a law whether it con- 
tains a penu‘ty clause or not, especially when 
obedience means safety, and perhaps immunity 
from injury or death. «s soon as possible after 
the April Assembly meets, the dog muzzling law 
should be amended so as to provide a penalty, 
in emergencies where the order fcr universal 
muzzling is necessary. In the meantime, all dog 
owners with regard for the public welfare will 
obey the law as it stands. A properly constructed 
muzzle injures no dog. And it has been amply 
demonstrated that unmuzzled dogs are a menace 
to their kind and to human beings.

Uniforms in Schools.

Although no longer personally concerned, I 
would be glad to see a movement started in 
favor of a uniform in the higher grades of the 
public schools. In 1861, when I entered the 
schools of Worcester, Mass., I found the pupils of 
the grammar and upper grades wearing a uni- 
form. The girls wore the “Bloomer” costume— 
waist similar to the modern shirt waist and a 
divided skirt, secured by garters and falling a 
little below the knee in a baggy effect, like the 
Zouave trousers Both waist and skirt were of 
navy blue flannel, with trimming of white braid. 
The boys wore a “Garibaldi” shirt of the same 
material, trimmed with red braid. No uniformity 
was required in style or material of the trousers. 
The general effect was most artistic and pleas- 
ing. 

This uniform was adopted to facilitate the gym- 
nastic exercises which were a part of the dally 
routine and was worn for several years. 

I have had two daughters in St. Louis schools. 
One, in whom ambition overcame her sensitive- 
ness, graduated and became a teacher. The other, 
lacking the support of a definite purpose, could 
not stand the rivalry in dress, and, as I could not 
afford her the means to dress as well as some 
more favored ones, she quit high school after two 
years. 

I have long believed that the adoption of a uni- 
form for pupils, especially girls, in the upper 
grades—something neat and artistic in style and 
not expensive—would do much to increase the at- 
tendance and consequent usefulness of the public 
schools, as it would eliminate all rivalry in dress, 
with its attendant envy and jealousy and place 
all pupils on a plane of exact equality.

This be- 
ing so, the following short explanatory 
article of some of these “culinary enig- 
mas“ may perhaps be welcome to those 
readers of it to whom they have hith- 
erto proved a worry. 

An attelet,“ or “hatelet,” is a mall 

silver skewer, upon which various con- 

diments (such as slices of beet root or 
carrot, cockscombs or pawns) are 

“strung,” the “attelet” then being used 

for the decoration of very high-class 

dishes of fish and meat. 

To “bard” a steak or a fowl is to 
cover it with thin slices of bacon or 
ham. . 

A “bouquet,” or “faggot,” is a me- 
dium-sized bunch of herbs (such as 
parsley, thyme and marjoram) tied to- 
gether with a bay leaf; when cloves are 
added to the bouquet“ it is then termed 
a “bouquet-garni,” 

A “disque” is a soup made of shell- 
fish. 

“Bouillon” is a thin soup or broth, 
chiefly used for the boiling of figh or 
poultry, or as a foundation for soups. 
It is the common soup of France. 

To “braize”’ is to cook meat with da- 
con, or with bacon and vegetables, in a 
stewpan ‘with a tightly fitting lid to 
prevent evaporation. 

To “brider’’ is to truss poultry or 
game with a needle and thread. 

To “break” flour is to stir into it 
very gradually sufficient cold liquid to 
convert it into a smooth paste. 

To garnish an entree en buisson” is 
to surround it with small mounds of 
shrimps, chopped vegetables, etc. 

To “burst” rice means that it must 
be put into cold water and brought to 
the boil, in order to burst the starchy 
grains of the rice, 

“Cannelons” are small rolls, generally 
of pastry, filled with various condi- 
ments.
